Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: In 
Figure 7, item "19". In Figure 9, item "35". A proposed drawing correction, corrected 
drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the 
description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The spacing of the lines of the specification is such as to make reading and entry 
of amendments difficult. New application papers with lines double spaced on good 
quality paper are required. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 
lines 19-27 and on page 2 lines 1-4 should be deleted. 

On page 3 line 10, the phrase "A side member notch can..." should be replaced 
with "A side member notch 3 can...". 

On page 3 line 24, the phrase "by means of of a not shown foot pedal" should be 
replaced with "by means of a foot pedal (not shown)". 

On page 3 line 28, the phrase "a handle 15 on a not shown arm" should be 
replaced with "a handle 15 on an arm (not shown)". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The Brief Description of the Drawings does not describe Figures 13 and 14. 



Specification 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The amendment filed 23 September 2002 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Figure 14 shows 
the shearing/punching of the cross member notch. It is implied, from this Figure, that it 
will take a second punch to create the whole cross member notch. This is contradictive 
to page 3 line 18-19 where it stated that the cross member notch is produced in one 
punching or shearing operation. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action, 

4. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: It is unclear how the triangle knife head forms a 
cross member notch in one punching or shearing operation. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so that the 
examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
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skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

On page 3 line 6-19, it is unclear how the triangle knife head forms a cross 
member notch (4) in one punching or shearing operation. It is shown in Figure 14 that 
the member (2) would have to be sheared or punched more than once. Clarification is 
required to explain how a cross member notch (4) is formed in a single punch. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

On line 13 of claim 1 , it is unclear how the fitting of the side member to the cross 
member by use of the bar notch and side member notch is considered "secondarily 
shearing" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Korb in 
view of Speer. Korb discloses the method for producing a bar notch and a cross 
member notch including the steps of shearing or punching (Fig. 11) side member (10') 
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to produce a bar notch (Fig. 12), that the bar notch includes a plane bottom (21) which 
is parallel with a side surface (Fig. 12) and two equally long oblique sides (12' and 14') 
which have oppositely direct equal inclinations in relation to the bottom (Fig, 12), 
shearing or punching a cross member (10') to produce a cross member notch (Fig. 12) 
with two inclined sides (14' is the first side and the second side will also be 14' when the 
member is flipped to its other side to allow for the second punch as would be the case in 
Applicant's Fig. 14), and a plane end (TR2), but fails to disclose that the bar notch is * 
fitted in the cross member notch. Speer teaches a bar notch fitted in a cross member 
notch (Fig. 1). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art, at the 
time of the invention, to have provided Korb with the step of fitting together the bar 
notch and the cross member notch to allow for a strong connection means.
